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Report calls 
for Barnfield 
to fix issues

THE Barnfield Federation has 
been given less than a month 
to address ‘significant' con¬ 
cerns over leadership and 
financial management raised 
by a government inquiry into 
the organisation. 

On Friday the Skills Funding 
Agency (SFA) and the 
Education Funding Agency 
(EFA) both published reports 
following a probe which began 
in October last year. 

Among other things, the 
reports showed that: 

• The college had to reduce its 
funding claims for students by 
almost £1 million after its 
‘guided learning hours’ did not 
match its attendance register. 

• There was ‘inadequate’ 
planning around projects such 
as the unsuccessful Harpenden 
Hair Academy which cost 
£450,000 to close 

• The Federation’s former 
Director General, Sir Peter 
Birkett, was ‘mistakenly’ given 
an expensive company car 
upon his departure last year, as 
well as receiving a lump sum 
not stipulated in his contract 

• Expenditure on ‘significant 


quantities of chocolate’, leav¬ 
ing gifts for staff and alcohol 
for “end of term” drinks

A letter sent to the Federation by 
the Schools’ Minister Lord Nash 
and Skills Minister Matthew 
Hancock warned the organisa¬ 
tion that it would be monitored 
closely to ensure it implemented 
‘urgent steps’ which addressed 
the concerns raised. 

It also called for the 
Federation’s interim CEO, 
Dame Jackie Fisher, and the 
governors of both the college 
and academy to ‘work together 
to consider all options for the 
future structure of the 
Federation’s activities’. 

One of the options given was 
the splitting of the academies 
from the college in time for the 
start of the new academic year 
in September. The organisa¬ 
tion has been given until 
March 28 to respond. 

On Friday, Hertfordshire 
Police said it would not be con¬ 
ducting a criminal investiga¬ 
tion into the Federation. The 
reports had been referred to 
the force by the Department 
for Education for assessment. 


A spokeswoman for the 
Federation said: “Barnfield 
Federation has been working 
for some months to address the 
issues raised by the SFA inves¬ 
tigation, and are putting in 
place a set of actions which 
address those issues. 

“We are determined to put 
Barnfield Federation at the 
forefront of local education 
provision. We are proud of our 
education record and we are 
determined to maintain and 
exceed those standards for 
future generations of students 
and their parents.” 

The Federation’s interim 
CEO, Dame Jackie Fisher, 
added the organisation was 
‘tackling the issues raised by 
the report’ and that it would be 
identifying the ‘best possible 
shape and structure for the 
Federation’. 

Luton South MP, Gavin 
Shuker, said the reports 
pointed to a ‘shocking Jack of 
accountability’ at Barnfield. 

He added: “It’s clear that 
there were systemic problems 
at the Federation. 

“Now the Federation must 
take responsible action to do 
what the government’s asking 
it to do.”

Internet sex fiend who 
raped girl, 15, is jailed

AN INTERNET sex fiend who 
groomed a young girl and then 
drove her to woods near Luton 
Hoo where he raped her has 
been jailed for 10 years. 

The 32-year-old father-of-one 
living in Luton posed as a 17-year- 
old boy after making contact 
with the troubled schoolgirl who 
had just turned 15. 

But Czechoslovakian Petr 
Kudelka quickly began discussing 
sexual matters with her and sent 
an intimate picture of himself. 

Luton Crown Court heard on 
Friday he then persuaded the 
teenager to give him her post 
code. Then on September 22 last 
year Kudelka drove to the area 
near her home having arranged 
to meet her. 

She appeared, expecting to 
meet a much younger boy, but 
the father ushered her towards 
his car and they drove off. 

In court Kudelka of Harefield 
Road, Luton, pleaded guilty to 
meeting a child following sexual 
grooming, two offences of sexual 
assault, possessing a prohibited 


weapon which was a pepper spray, 
rape and two offences of possess¬ 
ing indecent photos of a child. 

Jacqueline Matthew-Stroud 
prosecuting said the victim was a 
troubled teenager with problems 
at school who in September of last 
year visited an internet chat room 
where she made contact with 
Kudelka, believing him to be 17. 

The prosecutor said in the days 
leading up to their meeting the 
defendant had deliberately 
turned the conversation to 
sexual matters and asked if she 
would meet him. 

Judge Michael Kay QC was told 
by now he had established she 
was just 15 but on September 22 
last year he was parked up near 
her home in Luton waiting for her 
to appear. 

He then drove the teenager out 
of Luton stopping in a layby close 
to Luton Hoo. There he led her 
into woodland where he raped 
the terrified youngster, 

Afterwards he drove her back 
into Luton and dropped her off at 
the top of her road. 

The defendant was arrested on 
September 27 last year and 
claimed all he had done was kiss 


the youngster. Officers later 
found indecent pictures of young 
girls on his computer. 

Robert English defending said 
“He recognises his interest in 
younger females is not acceptable.” 

Passing sentence the judge told 
Kudelka “I find this case to be a 
particularly disturbing one.” 

He said the girl had been left 
shattered by what had happened. 

In addition the court was told 
that earlier this year the young¬ 
ster had taken an overdose and 
had been rushed to hospital. 

For that reason the judge said 
he was satisfied Kudelka was a 
danger and as a result he ordered 
that he must serve two thirds of 
his prison sentence before being 
considered for parole. 

Kudelka was told he would also 
be on licence for a longer period 
than normal when he is eventu¬ 
ally released - five years in all. 

In addition he was made the 
subject of a restraining order for¬ 
bidding him from having any 
contact with the teenager, and he 
was also made the subject of a 
sexual offences prevention order. 

His name will also go on the sex 
offenders register.

MAN STABBED BY DOG WALKER 

A MAN was stabbed after con¬ 
fronting a dog walker on his 
land. Detectives said the attack 
happened in a field just off 
Manor Road, Woodside, Luton, at 
around 7.10am on Tuesday. The 
39-year-old victim managed to 
drive to a friend’s house, where 
he called the emergency services. 
He was treated at Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital. The attacker, 
who fled the scene, has been 
described as white, in his 40s, 
and 6’1” tall with a beard. 

He wore a grey flat cap, blue 
water proof trousers and jacket. 
He was walking a small brown 
mongrel dog. Anyone with infor¬ 
mation can contact Bedfordshire 
Police on 101. 

INQUEST OPENED AND ADJOURNED 

AN inquest has been opened into 
the death of Leighton Buzzard 
man Neil Devlin whose body was 
recovered from the River Ouzel 
on Monday, February 17. Mr 
Devlin, 37, of Town Bridge Mill, 
was reported as missing by 
neighbours who had not seen 
him since December 31. Coroner 
Tom Osborne opened the inquest 
on Monday (February 24) and 
adjourned it to a later date. 

FIVE WW2 MEDALS ARE STOLEN 

DETECTIVES are appealing for 
help in finding five WW2 medals 
taken during a burglary. They 
were stolen between 3pm on 
February 19 and 10.30am on 
February 20 at a property in 
Heywood Drive whilst the 
73-year-old occupant was away. 
The decorations were awarded to 
the resident’s father.

TWO CARS DAMAGED IN FIRE 

TWO cars in Luton have been 
damaged after being set alight.

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Resident labels hole 
fix a‘mish-mash’job

REPAIRS undertaken on a road 
which had potholes have been 
branded a ‘mish-mash’ job by a resi¬ 
dent concerned they will not last. 

John Wootton, 66, from Barton Hills, 
believes the holes filled in on Luton 
Road in Barton will open up again, 
and that the road still has craters that 
needed fixing. 

The route was repaired by Central 
Bedfordshire Council which said it 
was working ‘flat out’ to fix the 
damage caused by recent heavy rain. 

Mr Wootton said his wife Greta had 
been driving along the road on 
February 22 when she first hit one of 
the holes. 

He explained: “I did not realise that 
it was as bad as it was until my wife 
hit the pothole. 

“The car made an almighty bang 
and it juddered. If someone had hit 
the pothole in a different way it could 
have caused the car to go into oncom¬ 
ing traffic.” 

He added: “The job they have done 
is diabolical and they have not filled 
out the hole properly. There are still a 
couple of potholes and it’s been done 
very cheaply. 



“I think that it’s going to be undone 
in a couple of weeks. It’s not been 
done very well at all. The whole road 
is like a mish-mash - it’s terrible. 

“If the job had been done properly 
and professionally, I would not have 
an issue with it, but there’s a ridge 
where they have just gone and put in 
a little bit of tarmacadam.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “This 
is a particularly busy time of year for 
our highways maintenance teams 


and we’re working flat out to address 
the many potholes that have devel¬ 
oped as a result of the recent heavy 
rain fall. 

“We will continue to monitor the 
site in Luton Road, Barton, where we 
are aware of issues linked to an old 
utility trench, and will undertake any 
necessary repairs to ensure road safe¬ 
ty is maintained.” 

Last year Central Bedfordshire said 
it fixed 5,369 potholes. 


Remembrance bike ride for WW1 


LOVE Luton has launched its 2014 
campaign with a ride to the battlefields 
that forms part of their Remembrance 
programme for World War One. 

The trip to Flanders will coincide with 
the anniversary of the announcement 
on August 4,1914 by Great Britain that 
it would be going to war with Germany. 

The cycle ride will begin on August 2 
departing from the war memorial at 
Luton Town Hall. On Saturday the 


cyclists will travel through London and 
on to Rochester for the first overnight 
stay. 

Riding will then begin early Sunday 
morning catching the ferry and finish¬ 
ing day two in Dunkirk. 

Day three will see the team arrive at 
the battlefields where they will take 
part in the Remembrance Service. 

The ride coincides with the launch of 
the Luton Poppy Appeal which will run 


for four years, giving the community an 
opportunity to plant poppies in their 
local neighbourhoods, and is supported 
with educational programmes relating 
to World War One. 

Cyclists will be encouraged to raise 
money for one of the Remembrance 
ride’s chosen charities.

Holiday absence 
fines reach £38k

PARENTS across the county 
have been fined thousands 
of pounds for taking their 
children out of school for 
holidays during term time, 
new figures have revealed. 

So far this school year, 
Luton council has given out 
639 penalty notices amount¬ 
ing to £38,340. 

In the previous year it gave 
1,395 parents fines amount¬ 
ing to £83,700. 

Fiona McGlone, interim 
director of children and 
learning at the authority, 
said: “Luton’s schools are 
fully committed to tackling 
pupil absence which is 
having a positive knock on 
effect. 

“Attendances in our schools 
have been steadily improving 
over the past few years 
particularly in the secondary 
sector, with those schools 


with improved attendance 
seeing higher attainment 
levels by students.” 

In the town, any child with 
five or more periods of unau¬ 
thorised absence in term 
time will trigger a penalty 
notice and this will result in 
parents being given a fine. 

Elsewhere in the county, 
Bedford council has issued 
more than £15,000 in fines to 
parents who have taken their 
children on unauthorised 
holidays in this school year. 

Between September and 
January this year, 148 parents 
were given fines relating to 26 
schools. 

The average charge is £60 if 
paid within 21 days or £120 if 
paid between 22 and 28 days. 

A Bedford council spokes¬ 
woman said: “Head teachers 
do not have the discretion to 
authorise parents to remove 
their children from school to 
take family holidays, this is a 
consequence of government 


legislation, and not the deci¬ 
sion of either the school or the 
local authority.” 

In Central Bedfordshire just 
41 fines were handed out. 
Nine have already been paid 
totalling £540, while 11 cases 
have been taken to court and 
are still pending. 

Central Bedfordshire issues 
a warning letter prior to 
issuing a fine. 

On Monday MPs debated 
the matter after a national 
petition was created calling 
for price caps to stop holiday 
firms cashing in on the school 
holidays. 

During the debate, none of 
the MPs supported the idea of 
price regulation, but instead 
discussed staggering term 
times and giving headteach¬ 
ers more power over dealing 
with absences.

Another reader falls 
victim to parts theft

THIEVES stripping parts 
from Vauxhall Corsa cars 
have struck again and this 
time the victim is a driving 
instructor who says his vehi¬ 
cle may now be a write-off. 

Darren Adams was stunned 
when he discovered his 
limited edition 2011 Corsa 
had been stripped of its front 
bumper, headlights and parts 
of the bodywork. 

He only took delivery of the 
£9,000 car in January and has 
now been told that the repair 
bill could be as high as £6,000 
because the thieves have dam¬ 
aged pipework and wiring. 

Darren, who lives in 
Toddington and is an instruc¬ 
tor for Clickdrive, is now 
waiting to find out whether 
the 1.3-litre Ecoflex diesel 
model will be written off. 

He said: “I couldn’t believe it 
when I saw the car. I’d only 
had it four weeks. I hadn’t 
even paid the first instalment! 

“I had to cancel about six 
driving lessons which has 
probably cost me £150. I’ve 
got a replacement car now, a 
Ford Fiesta, but students are 
having to get used to that, 
which is difficult when they 


are just coming up for their 
test and already nervous. 

“I have heard of other inci¬ 
dents like this involving 
Corsas. I think the parts are 
quite ‘mix and match’. In 
other cases I know they have 
stolen bonnets. I think they 
left mine because it has the 
company livery on it.” 

In another incident, a reader 
who asked not to be named, 
said her daugher’s 2007 Corsa 
Life model suffered £300 of 
damage when thieves stole 


parts including a cooling fan 
and cowling. 

Luton on Sunday has high¬ 
lighted a series of recent inci¬ 
dents where thieves have tar¬ 
geted Corsas in Luton and 
Dunstable. Last week the police 
and Vauxhall say they were not 
aware of a specific problem.

Don’t forget rural policing 

SIR -1 am writing in response to Oily 
Martins’ column in last week’s Luton on 
Sunday. I am delighted Mr Martins seems to 
have made a complete U-turn on the impor¬ 
tance of a visible police presence. My sur¬ 
prise stems from comments by a senior 
officer in Bedfordshire Police where the 
importance was downplayed. 

In Leighton-Linslade we have been argu¬ 


ing for an increased police presence - 
including the reversal of Mr Martins’ deci¬ 
sion to base all officers in Luton and 
Bedford - since he was elected in 2012. 

Mr Martins’ response has at best been 
ambivalent and at times border line hostile. 
It was only after a petition of over 5,500 sig¬ 
natures that we saw an increase in the num¬ 
ber of PCSOs in the town, and one solitary 


police sergeant is now based here. 

However, the team based here - consisting 
of 8 PCSOs and one sergeant - is not only 
responsible for policing Leighton Buzzard, 
but Barton-le-Clay, Toddington, Streatley 
and everything in between! 

So why is this so important to the people 
of Leighton-Linslade? Against a background 
of falling crime rates across Bedfordshire as 


a whole, over the past 12 months there has 
been a steady rise in crime in the town. In 
October 2013 there were 14 burglaries, 
increasing to 33 in November and 44 in 
january (source-www.police.uk). 

And it is not just an isolated problem; the 
residents of Dunstable and Houghton Regis, 
Flitwick and Barton-le-Clay are all express¬ 
ing concern about crime. 

In Dunstable, there are reports of young 
people being attacked for mobile phones, 
and some residents are fearful of going into 
the town after dark. There is a real concern 
about the lack of visible policing. 

In Barton-le-Clay, nearly 200 residents 
turned out for a public meeting to discuss 
their concerns but the message from 
Bedfordshire Police was that if they want 
an increased presence then residents either 
have to do it themselves through 
Streetwatch, or the Parish Council will 
have to fund an increased police presence. 

Whilst I appreciate the funding pressures 
being faced by Bedfordshire Police - and 
this is something that I have raised in a 
letter to the Home Secretary - Mr Martins 
needs to remember that the responsibilities 
of Bedfordshire Police extend across the 
whole county. 

Rural policing must be given the same 
priority as policing in urban areas. The 
residents of market towns and villages 
across Bedfordshire want to see a visible 
police presence to give them the 
reassurance they need to feel safe.

Jk COUPLE of weeks 

/\ ago a reader sent me 
a note about a 

JL .^grammatical error in 
the newspaper. We do 
occasionally make them but 
not that often, considering 
the amount of copy we 
produce. In the old subbing 
days, one error was one too 
many but we are not quite so 
precious these days. Which 
is just as well when you see 
what is going on out there 
with regards to grammar 
and punctuation. 

Grammar seems to be a 
thing of the past. Even the 
city council of Cambridge, 
the home of erudition, 
recently decided to drop 
apostrophes from street 
names as apostrophes are 
confusing. They backed 
down after an outcry from 
the educational establish¬ 
ment but apostrophes are 
definitely confusing to many 
in the modern world. Saints’ 
names for streets sometimes 
have the apostrophe, 
sometimes not. 

Greengrocers’ apostrophes 
are very common now, where 
plurals, such as apples are 
given an apostrophe, such as 
apple’s. Texting and tweeting 
has not helped, where 
grammar is an irritant and 
inconvenience. 

It seems to be a favourite of 
the younger generation to 
use capital letters sprinkled 
across text in a random fash¬ 
ion; do they not know the

rules? Even those who 
should know better commit 
the crime of capping up job 
titles and councils. And, 
while on the subject why do 
people on councils who run 
meetings insist on calling 
themselves chairs? Are they 
admitting that they are just 
inanimate objects only 
useful for sitting on? 

Exclamation marks are no 
longer used for a command 
but are put at the end of sen¬ 
tences, often two or three of 
them to accentuate the 
message - grrrr!!!! The semi 
colon has been abandoned 
and the comma is only used 
spasmodically and usually 
incorrectly. 

People don’t realise that a 
question mark requires a 
capital letter after it. The 
whole grammatical world is 
crumbling. So much so it 
might be time to abandon 
the whole thing and decide 
anything goes. But remem¬ 
ber the sentence: ‘we had 
one problem only Janet knew 
we faced bankruptcy’, has 
completely different mean¬ 
ings depending on where the 
punctuation is placed.

OBJECTORS to a proposed 
gypsy site in Barton Le Clay 
are to meet again this week 
to discuss how to put 
forward their concerns to 
the secretary of state. 

Site 16 at Faldo Road in the

Smoking out the

IT is widely believed the 
majority of cannabis found 
in the UK is grown here. 

Considering the rain and 
lack of sunshine you might 
wonder where it’s produced 
but it is in houses and flats 
that the plant is cultivated. 

In the past five years in 
Bedfordshire 302 cannabis 
factories have been discov¬ 
ered in properties by police. 

They can house thousands 
of plants, feed the under¬ 
ground market with drugs 
and cash, and wreck the 
dwellings they are set up in. 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokesman said: “Cannabis 
plants need heat and 
humidity to produce a good 
crop, so to help the plants 
reach maturity fast, the 
growers rig up sophisticated 
hydroponic systems. 

“To provide the 24-hour 
water and lighting required, 
pipes, ducts and electric 
cables are run through holes 
drilled through ceilings and 
heavy duty insulation fixed 
to the walls.” 

By this stage properties 
would have suffered thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage 
leaving unsuspecting land¬ 
lords to deal with the mess. 

In October last year, our 



sister paper Bedfordshire on 
Sunday saw the damage 
caused to a flat in Bedford 
which had been converted 
for marijuana production. 

Holes had been cut 
through to the roof to make 
room for bulky ventilation 
shafts, generators lined the 
walls and row after row of 
plants at various stages of 
maturity sat on the floor. 

On February 19 police 
found a cannabis factory in 


Connaught Road, Luton. 

The spokesman added: “To 
avoid arousing the suspicion 
of the electricity companies, 
growers bypass the electric 
meter to tap straight into the 
main grid. Running huge 
amounts of unregulated 
electricity is highly danger¬ 
ous and can result in fires.” 

According to the National 
Crime Agency the factories 
are often set up wherever 
people see an opportunity.

They can be established by 
individuals or gangs and 
there is often a human traf¬ 
ficking element as people 
are forced to work in them. 

The issue is worsening 
across the country as 3,032 
were found in 2007/8, 6,866 
in 2009/10 and 7,865 in 
2011/12. 

Campaigners for cannabis 
law reform claim to have a 
simple solution to the 
problem - legalise the drug. 


That approach has recently 
been taken in Colorado 
where regulated taxable 
marijuana will generate 
around $40 million per year 
for school construction. 

Peter Reynolds, head of 
cannabis law reform group 
CLEAR, said: “Cannabis 
farms are growing exponen¬ 
tially. It is ridiculous to 
think that we can hold back 
this tide, particularly as 
reform is happening all over 


the world. If we had a prop¬ 
erly regulated supply chain 
we’d have no more danger¬ 
ous cannabis farms, causing 
fires, destroying rental 
properties and blighting 
neighbourhoods. Instead 
we’d have tens of thousands 
of new jobs in new business¬ 
es. 

“We’d have some control 
over the safety and strength 
of the product and it would 
be sold through licensed 
outlets to adults only.” 

Mr Reynolds claims 3m 
people use cannabis regu¬ 
larly in the UK and to satiate 
demand it seems the facto¬ 
ries are unlikely to go away.

New report deals with 
issues of prostitution 


This week, guest columnist Gavin 
Shuker, MP for Luton South, talks 
about a forthcoming report on the 
^ i jjh, difficult subject of prostitution 


THIS week I publish a report 
on prostitution. I’m the chair 
of the cross-party group in 
parliament with responsibil¬ 
ity for this thorny issue. 

Views are deeply polarised. 
For some, it is simply a matter 
of private choices. For others, 
the harm it inflicts on indi¬ 
viduals and communities 
requires state action. In light 
of the growing evidence of 
such harm we decided to 
review the legal settlement, 
to see whether the law was 
effective in tackling demand 
and protecting the most vul¬ 
nerable from exploitation. 

In doing so we took evi¬ 
dence from the women who 
sell sex, and the men who buy 
it; from the agencies we ask to 
police it, and the services that 
pick up the pieces. 

Our conclusion was stark: 
because our lawmakers send 
no clear signals about the 
nature of prostitution, the 
most visible - women who 
sell sex - are targeted, while 
men who create the demand 
often walk away, without tak¬ 
ing responsibility for the 
damage they do. 

Alarming submissions 
highlighted the number of 
women who were survivors of 
child sexual exploitation; 
care leavers; or who entered 


the trade at an age where they 
could not consent. For most 
women in on-street work, 
drug and alcohol abuse are a 
fact of life. All this is a world 
away from the myth of the 
‘happy hooker’ promoted on 
television and in film. 

In our report we show that 
legislation is complicated 
and confusing, and loopholes 
allow men to escape prosecu¬ 
tion for abusing girls as young 
as 13, and women trafficked 
into the country to be repeat¬ 
edly raped. 

We show that policing and 
enforcement is unevenly pri¬ 
oritised and resourced, with 
a few exceptions only made 
possible through extraordi¬ 
nary political leadership at a 
local level. At its worst this 
can trap women in cycles of 
abuse and prevent them from 
exiting prostitution. 

We examine why girls at risk 
of entry are not effectively 
diverted and women who 
wish to exit are unable to, 


often as a direct result of the 
law’s stigmatising effect; and 
look at how notions of ‘choice’ 
are deeply problematic with 
regard to the sex trade. 

And we demonstrate the 
effect prostitution has on 
wider cultural attitudes with 
regard to gender equality and 
how demand might be tack¬ 
led by making it less accepta¬ 
ble to choose to buy sex. 

In short, we recommend a 
shift in the burden of crimi¬ 
nality from those who are the 
most marginalised and vul¬ 
nerable - to those that create 
the demand in the first place. 

Much of the work of parlia¬ 
ment gets little coverage. But 
this cross-party effort that I 
have led shows the value of it. 
Prostitution is a complex 
issue, but it is not intractable. 

We hope that this report 
will contribute toward mak¬ 
ing the case for stronger 
political leadership that will 
begin to address the deep 
harm it can cause.

HE’S funny, there’s no doubt about it. 
But besides the brilliantly observed, 
chatty humour did you know that 
ED BYRNE can roast pork that really 
crackles? JUDY RILEY spoke to him 
to find out more... 

Q. When did you first realise that you 
could make people laugh? 

A. Seriously, when I was at college. I 
come from a funny family and I was 
the middle child so there was always 
the battle for attention. 

I suppose I was quite funny at school 
but I didn’t think I could do stand-up. 

But then, someone started to follow 
me around and write down the things 
I was saying. 

Q. What, like a stalker reporter? 

A. Yes, sort of, though it wasn’t weird 
or anything, and he’d say ‘these are 
the funny things you said this week; 
you should do stand-up’. 

Then someone would tell me some¬ 
thing and I’d say ‘that’s quite funny’ 
and they’d say ‘you said it last week!’ 

Q. Your Tittle’ brother is also in the 
business directing comedy shows and 
bringing on new talent. Are you 
interested in writing or directing? 

A. I write all my own material any¬ 
way - as stand-up comics we are sing¬ 
er-songwriters rather than boy bands 
- and comics who are friends often 
help each other out by making sugges¬ 
tions. 

But some won’t listen and there are a 


few friends who I just don’t mention 
things to any more because they just 
say ‘Really? Really? No!’ 

Q. Which comedians do you rate? 

A. In Britain, Lee Mack, Bill Bailey 
and newcomer, James Acaster (who 
comes from Kettering) and mates, 
Glenn Wool and of course my good 
friend Dara 6 Briain who was best 
man at my wedding! 

Q. You’re married to Claire Walker, 
and you’ve got two little boys; how do 
you feel now about being on the road 
for so long? 

A. It gets harder. The job is great and 
I really enjoy the time I spend on stage, 
it’s my favourite bit of the day. 

But when you buy your ticket to the 
show, if you think ‘hey, that’s a bit 
expensive at £22.50 for 90 minutes’, 
please remember it’s paying for all the 
work that goes into it in the months 
leading up to it, the miserable hours 
driving on the motorway and the fact 
that I’m missing my kids growing up... 

Q. The show that you’re touring the 
country with is called the ‘Roaring 
Forties’. It’s not, I imagine, a meteor¬ 
ological reference regarding the 
stormy weather we’ve been experi¬ 
encing? 

A. No, though... there is a running 
theme about being in my forties that 
you can hear me roar about. 

It came about because not so long 
ago, when I was writing a weekly 
article for Metro, one of the articles 
was about the signs of getting older. 

I wasn’t really moaning, and 
although it was more about the lighter 
side of aging, it’s a fact that every day 
you’re one day closer to death. 

Ah, but mostly it’s about just what 
I’ve been up to in the last two years. 


And about the Olympics, the reces¬ 
sion, austerity - it’s a sort of funny, 
watchable ‘Round Robin’. 

When I’m touring I hook up with old 
friends around the country and after 
the show we can skip all the stuff 
about what I’ve been up to since I last 
saw them because they’ve just heard it 
all. 

We can go straight to me saying 
‘what have you done?’ 

Q. Have you ever done anything 
really embarrassing that keeps you 
awake at night? 

A. Yes, I replay scenes in my head at 
night of things I really wish I hadn’t 
said or constantly wish I had said but 
anything awful or annoying will prob¬ 
ably make it into the show anyway. It 
could be as much as ten years later but 
in some way it all informs the show. 

Q. Is it true that you have a fool-proof 
technique for achieving perfect 
crackling on roast pork? 

A. A-ha, yes! For perfect crackling, 
scald the skin by pouring a kettleful of 
boiling water over your pork joint and 
then pat it dry with kitchen roll before 
putting it in the oven. It works! 

Q. Is this a new career path that you’re 
forging here? I understand that Mary 
Berry was well impressed when you 
attempted her lemon meringue pie 
recipe on last year’s Comic Relief 
Bake-Off. 

A. I’m not planning to take on any 
celebrity chefs at the moment but I 
couldn’t believe it when I won the 
technical challenge as I’ve never made 
a lemon meringue pie in my life!

Alfreton Town boss Nicky Law admitted dur¬ 
ing midweek that his side may need some help 
from above the clouds to halt the Hatters’ 
unbeaten run but his prayers were not 
answered as Town battled to another home vic¬ 
tory their 13th in a row. 

Luke Guttridge’s 29th-minute strike breathed 
life into Luton after a stifling start from their 
fourth-placed visitors but it was far from vin¬ 
tage Town. 


Andre Gray’s 51st-minute tap-in, his 25th 
goal of the season, relieved any lingering 
Kenilworth Road tension and Paul Benson’s 
cheeky dink after a defensive mix-up rubber- 
stamped the points with four minutes remain¬ 
ing. 

Nevertheless, the sight of first-half hero 
Guttridge being stretchered from the pitch 
after what looked a muscle tear midway 
through the second half slightly dampened a 
routine but efficient win. 

Town arguably put on their best showing in 
the 5-0 away drubbing of the Reds back in 
December as a devastating early ambush 
proved key. 

Their sublime one-touch invention was just 
too much for the hosts. 

For the visitors it was a chance to re-assess 
and after incurring the wrath of the rampaging 
Hatters they forged a run of five successive 
wins through December and into early January 


to leave them firmly in the play-off picture. 

Despite showing their mental capabilities 
were not impaired by the Luton mauling, Law 
was inclined to make six changes from the side 
that were put to the sword in Derbyshire. 

A more compact 4-5-1 formation displayed 
Alfreton’s wariness of the threat posed by 
Town, who themselves were unchanged for a 
fifth consecutive league game. 

In that four-game stretch, Still’s men had 
amassed 19 goals and conceded just one. 
Another packed crowd were expectant. 

However it was a subdued start as both teams 
sparred thoughtfully. 

By the 18th minute in Derbyshire, Town had 
already lashed in four goals and reaffirmed 
their title credentials. 

At the 20-minute mark of this one, they had 
mustered little more than infrequent jaunts 
towards Jon Worsnop’s goal.

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who came closest to scoring, although Daniel Bradley’s wild 
13th minute effort failed to bring a save from Mark Tyler. 

Luton were not in their usual free-flowing mood but despite 
the Reds’ impressive opening half-hour it did not matter as 
the hosts took the lead. 

Alfreton looked to have extinguished the danger as 
Guttridge’s first shot from the edge of the box was half- 
blocked but his second, courtesy of a slight deflection, was 
unstoppable, and the Hatters took the lead 1-0.

LUTON fans maybe revelling

Still is hoping to take advan¬ 
tage of a free week to prepare 
for those season-defining 
meetings, even with three of 
his first-team regulars away 
on international duty in mid¬ 
week. 

“This is a good little break 
for us and it will give us time 
to reflect on the two upcom¬ 


ing games against Salisbury 
and Cambridge,” said the 
February manager of the 
month.

“We have got seven games in 
March so we need to keep the 
squad on their toes and as 
fresh as possible.” 

Midfielder Guttridge’s 70th- 
minute injury departure is 
Still’s one headache from an 
otherwise blemish-free 
match although the Hatters 
boss is still not sure on the 
state of his talisman. 

Still added: “We will wait for 
the doctors to assess Luke but 
I am hoping it is not too seri¬ 
ous because he is critical to 
the side and we would defi¬ 
nitely miss him.”
